ENGLISH AND AUSTRALIAN COPPER COMPANY. 
The first general meeting of proprietors was held at the London Tayern, on 


Tuesday, the 27th inst., 
Sir Wittt1AM Foster, Bart., in the chair. 


Mr. Bengamin WiLKiNs (the secretary) read the notice convening the meet- 


ing, as advertised in the Mining Journal. 

The CHamman bommedbed bF stating that, having caused the proprietors 
to assemble, he would not detain them with a loug speech. ‘The report they 
had to present was in print before them, and he would request the deputy- 
manager to read the same, which, considering the short period they had been 
in operation, and the state matters had been in at South Australia, on a calm 
view of the proceedings would, doubtless, be received as satisfactory. 

Mr. H, W. Scunuiner then read the report, which remarked cn the extraor- 
Ginary circumstances which had for some months past produced the difficult an 
anxious crisis pending in that quarter of the world, and thereby deprived the 
board of the receipt of those details of the workings at Kooringa, which would 
otherwise have been in their power to furnish. In fact, the manager there, 
Mr. G. 8. Walters, after a residence of four years, had actually taken his pas- 
sage for England ou board the Hydaspes (whieh vessel arrived in London on 
the Ist inst , with his baggage and papers on board), when the pressure of the 
monetary crisis in Adelaide became so severe, as to render it expedient for him 
to forfeit his passage, and remain at his post uutil it should have entirely passed 
away. ‘The latest date of advices from that gentleman was of the 23d Feb., to 
which period no suspension had taken place in smelting ore at the company’s 
works, or any failure in the supply from the mine. Although a considerable 
portion of its men had ventured to the gold diggings, a large number remained 
steady at their places, and symptoms ofa re-action had begun to manifest itself 
by many of them returning to their work, some having obtained sufficient to 
satisfy their desires, and disliking the occupation, from its harrassing and un- 
cartain character; others having been greatly disappointed. The property in 
Australia had been regular'y transferred to the company as from the 80th June 
of last year, the outlay being as follows—viz. ;

The manufacture of copper recommenced at Kooringa on the 26th Sept last. 
The old road from the works to Port Adelaide was 95 miles; the new one to 
Port Wakefield only 55, thus saving 40 miles, against which must be reckoned 
the water carriage to Adelaide (50 miles), whereby a considerable saving is ef- 
fected. In December the smelting of copper had increased from 50 to 100 tons 
per week, the stock of fuel augmenting in a still greater ratio, so that an ample 
supply during the winter months, commencing in April, would be stored. In 
January the manufacture of copper necessarily sustained a check from the par- 
tial abstraction of labour, which reduced it to 60 tons of copper per week. The 
geetiy of ore at Port Wakefield reacy for shipment to England, on the 14th 

b., was 5000 tons; the quantity at Kooringa smelting-works, 5000 tons; 
and on the road, between the works and the port, 300 tons: the quantity of 
“ore on hand at the mine was 5000 tons, and the estimated quantity to be raised 
to the 3ist March, 8500 tons—making a total of 18,800 tons, The shipment 
of ore to England had been rendered necessary from the accumulation caused 
by the severe drought in 1851, followed by a wet winter; and as the mine 
continued to produce an amount of ore fully equal to the capabilities of the 
company’s works, it became necessary to ship it to thiscountry, that it might 
be realised with the least possible delay. 

The quantity of coal in Kooringa yard, on the 14th Feb., was 3000 tons, and 
expected to be carted to the 8lst March a total of 6000 tons, equivalent for 
smelting 7500 tons of ore, and thus keep the operations going on at the rate 
of 60 tons of copper per week for 25 weeks during the winter, when the trans 
port on the road would necessarily be suspended. ‘The prospectus stated that 
a contract had been entered into with the owners of the Burra Burra Mine for 
smelting the ores raised from that mine for five years, from the Ist Oct., 1851. 
The nature of such contract is, the mine is bound to deliver to this company 
‘the whole of the ore raised. The assay of this ore is agreed on between the 
mine and the company ; and the quantity of copper to be returned to the mine 
is at once fixed—the produce being divided in a fixed ratio on the per cent- 
age, ensuring a fair remuneration to this company, which will be considerably 
improved by the advance which has taken place in the price of copper since 
the contract was made; three successive advances having taken place—viz. : 
on the 17th May, 4/. 10s.; 8th June, 5/, and 6th July, 42. 10s.—making 142. 
perton. From the nature of the business of copper smelting, which requires 
a taking of stock to determine the actual result of the operations, it is impos- 
sible for the directors at this meeting to lay any statement of profit before the 
proprietors; but they feel warranted in stating that a fair and reasonable 
eee has been made on every ton of copper which has been produced. The 

pitty Copper Works, in Wales, were transferred to the company on the 81st 
December. Up to the 30th June last, the quantity of copper ore purchased 
amounted to 6789 tons, and the copper manufactured, 684 tons; the stock of 
ore then remaining on hand, 1293 tons. The workings of this branch of the 
company’s works has been extremely regular and satisfactory ; and a fair profit 
has resulted. On receiving intelligence of the discovery of the gold districts 
in the colony of Port Phillip, now called Victoria, the directors determined on 
establishing a branch in that colony, for the purpose of carrying on the busi- 
ness of buying gold. Mr. Joseph Brown, with an assayer, left Singapore for 
Melbourne on the 17th April last, furnished with 10,0007. in sovereigns, and 
‘a credit on the branch banks at that place and Geelong, for such further sup- 
plies as might enable him to prosecute this business to a considerable extent, 
from which the board trust much advantage will accrue to the company. 

The directors recommend that for the past half-year a dividend be made, 
which shall merely represent interest on the company’s capital at the rate of 
5 per cent. per annum, being 2s. 6d. per share, and that the income tax be 
paid by the company. 

Since the report was prepared advices have been received from Mr. Walters 
to the 22d March, at which date the whole of the men who had left the com- 

ny’s works had returned from the gold diggings, many of them without hav- 
ng obtained any gold. Labour was becoming more plentiful, the men working 
more steadily, and were more easily managed; those who had returned were 
being employed at reduced wages. ‘The cartage on the road between the works 
and Port Waketiold continued in full operation, and five vessels, to carry 2900 
tons of ore, were being loaded, leaving 4250 tons ready for shipment. Mr. 
Walters requests that shipments of fuel may be continued from England as 
usual. All the delinquent Welshmen are now perfectly satisfied that copper 
amelting is a more profitable employment than gold digging, and that they 
have been most egregiously misled.

The furnace men had returned to their work; they 
would otherwise have been subject to imprisonment, being bound by special 
agreement. 

The Cuarrman put the motion for receiving the accounts, which was carried 
unanimously, as were the following resolutions from the chair,—That a divi- 
dend be declared, and paid, of 2s. 6d. per share; that eight directors be deemed 
sufficient for managing the affairs of the company. 

Mr. J. D, Pow es thea proposed that Sir W. Foster be re-elected as a di- 
rector of the company—carried unanimously. 

The CHARMAN proposed that Mr. H. W. Schneider be re-elected a director 
of the company—carried unanimously, 

Mr. Scuneiwer observed that, since the formation of the company, the board 
had assembled 27 times, the minutes of their proceedings being duly recorded 

The CuarrMan then proposed the re-election of Mr. George Engstrom and 
Mr. Edward Hurry, as auditors.—Carried unanimously. 

Mr, Pricie CAZENOVE rose to propose some remuneration for directors’ ser- 
vices. It was not to be supposed that their duties had been light, but far other- 
wise, in a concern of that magnitude, and ander the peculiar circumstances 
that had arisen on the other side of the globe. It was quite out of the ques- 
tion to suppose that their affairs could be properly conducted unless services 
were rendered ard paid for.

Another SHAREHOLDER rose to observe that salaries ought to commence 
when services begin: the board had worked hard, and were as deserving to be 
paid as even Mr, Walters, or the other agents; when the CuarrMan, on behalf 
of the directors, proposed that the motion be postponed till the next meeting.

UNITED MEXICAN MINING ASSOCIATION. 
The half-yearly meeting of shareholders was held at their offices, Finsbury - 
circus, on Wednesday, the 28th July. 
Sir Jonn Easruor:, Bart., in the chair. 
Mr. ArrHour Wesrmacorr (the secretary) read the notice convening the 
meeting, the minutes of the last half-yearly meeting, the directors’ report; and 


the financial statement in Mexico and London. 
DIRECTORS’ REPORT. 

The directors, in laying before the proprietors their report of the half year, have first 
to express their deep regret that the financial condition of the association does not enable 
them to recommend the payment of a dividend; but whiist they are compelled to sub- 
mit to that disadvantage, they, nevertheless, believe that the affuirs of the company are in 
some respects improved, and its future prospects in some degree hopeful. 

Mine or Rayas.—This mine was formally delivered up by the manager to the repre- 
sentative ofthe owners on the 3d of January, and as serious apprehensions were mani- 
fested at the last half-yearly meeting respecting the operations of the buscones, involving 
future litigation and consequent pecuniary losses to the company, whatever immediate 
profit might have accrued through their labours in extracting as much ore as could be 
derived from the mine, it must be gratifying to those proprietors who predicted such re- 
sults, to be made acquainted with the fact that, on Rayas being handed over, no question 
arose deprecatory of the working; but, on the contrary, the owners expressed themselves 
satisfied with the condition it was in. As an illustration of the beneficial effects which 
arose through the employment of buscones, the following extract from a despatch re- 
ceived from Capt. Farreil, dated Guanaxuato, the 30th of April last, it is presumed is 
conclusive :—* It may not (he writes) be out of place to observe, that the profit drawn by 
the company from the mine in the preceding quarter (Nov., Dec.,and Jan.) amounted to 
$39,525, against $4089, shown by the owners in the following quarter ;” and he continues, 
“as the mine is now directed and worked by one of the owners, a gentleman of active 
habits and acknowledged practical mining abilities—as the produce is sold weekly by 
public auction, and the accounts (likewise weekly) are carefully checked in this office, a 
deduction may be fairly drawn that the company succeeded in extracting the greater 
part of whatever existed in Rayas previous to the termination of the contract.” With re- 
ference to the renewal of the contract, the directors doubt not that the firm resolution of 
the manager to decline acceding to the terms demanded by the owners was correct, and 
will meet with the entire approbation of the proprietors. The amount of the debt due to 
the association from this mine was, up to the 24th of May, $235,697 7 5. 

Atpana —The period of workirg required by the enactments of the mining laws 
having been complied with, the trifling and inexpensive operations hitherto carried on 
have been discontinued, and the outlay limited to the bare sum required to keep pos- 
session of the mine. In this position the manager resolved that it should remain until 
after circumstances might indicate whether it should be subjected to further explora- 
tion or returned to the owners. The board, in its instructions of March last, suggested 
that this mine should be let, if any favourable opportunity presented itself. The manager 
appears to have daly noted these instructions, and will act upon them, if he has the 
power to do so. The debt due to the association from this mine, up to the 24th of May, 
was $100,890 5 7. 

TrintDap.—The operations carrying forward by Mr. Furber, in search of the rich vein 
of La Luz, are proceeding vigorously under that gentieman’s direction, and the accounts 
received raise favourable anticipations. The workings look, it is stated, most promising, 
presenting appearances which have led to satisfactory results in other mines on the same 
lode ; the greenstone of the mountain rock having been mixed up with, and intersected 
by threads of quartz and pyrites, most of the strata running in the same direction, and 
with the same dip, as the great veln of La Luz. Such are the indications of a proximity 
to a lode, although nothing certain had, up to the last advices, been met with. The dis- 
tance driven by Mr. Furber had been more than 100 varas, and it was estimated that the 
vein would probably be cut at a not much further depth. The debt due to the associa- 
tion from this mine, on the 24th May, was 836,985 1 2. 

Mina GRanve.— The merits of this speculation having been sufficiently tested, through 
the numerous and extensive works driven by the company, and which has led to only 
partial discoveries of ore, met with in small and uncertain quantities, combined with a 
broken-up and ramified state of the vein, the manager had, in accordance with a sugges- 
tion conveyed to him from the directors in England, determined to discontinue all further 
operations, and give the mine over to the owners within the two months specified by the 
contract. The last despatch stated that the effects of the mine were being realised gra- 
dually, preparatory to its being so delivered up. The debt due to the association, from 
this mine, up to the 22d of May, was $63,559 3. 

Jesus Masta ¥ Jose.—The improving condition of this mine is satisfactory. The plan 
of operations, as stated in the advices of January last, exhibited no favourable change ; 
encouragiug appearances have, however, subsequently manifested themselves. The 
small quantity of ore in the frente of La Natividad appearing of a better quality as it 
made downwards, a pozo had been opened called San Apolonio, and which was to be 
worked as quickly as cireumstances would permit. In the frente of San Pablo too, being 
the opposite end of the level between that point and La Natividad, some favourable in- 
dications had, within the last few days preceding the departure of the mail of the 31st 
May, displayed themselves. The debt due to the association from this mine up to the 
last date was $76,658. 

Zacatecas CLAIMs.—The directors hoped, at the present meeting of the proprietors, 
to announce a final settlement of these claims. It is, therefore, with feelings of more than 
usual regret and disappointment that they find further delay and procrastination has 
arisen. Advices of January intimated the presence of the manager in Mexico : he re- 
mained there for a period of two months, and was enabled to have iaterviews with the 
Charge d’ Affaires of her Britannic Majesty. resident at the seat of Government: with the 
Mexican Minister for Foreign Affairs, M. Rimirez ; and also with the Minister of Finance, 
M. Esparza, besides the company’s agents, Messrs. Graham and Belangé. Capt. Farrell, 
finding that the mixed commission appointed in 1850 had not since their nomination 
effected anything towards an understanding or settlement of the claim, he sueceeded in 
procuring from the Mexican Commissioners a report, which was placed in the hands of 
the Mexican Minister for Foreign Affairs. A meeting then took place between her Ma- 
jesty’s Minister, Mr. Doyle, the commissioners for the company, and Capt. Farrell, when 
acomplete discussion and explanation of the nature and items of the claim was gone 
into, and the acknowledgment of the justice of its basis having been conceded by M. 
Rimirez, the document was forwarded, with his sanction, to the Minister of Finance, M. 
Esparza, within whose province lay the duty of going into the details and arranging the 
items with the claimants, preparatory to seeking from Congress its ratification and a pro- 
vision for its payment. After much delay and constant urging, on Capt. Farrell's part, 
he obtained a meeting with M. Esparza, who stated his proposition, which he also stated 
was his ultimatum, and which had obtained the approval of the President of the Republic. 
In this proposal the Mexican Government agreed to recognise the amount claimed for 
actual loss suffered by the company — viz., $61,000, and to allow as a payment for law ex- 
penses $500 more: total, $67,000, interest to be paid on the above amount at the rate 
of 6} per cent., the same to commence from the date of thisacknowledgment—viz., Feb , 

1852, and continuing until the final payment and extinction of the debt. The manager 
at once rejected this offer, informing M. Esparza that, as he was quite unable to cope 
with so powerful a fanctionary as the President, he had no other step left hin than to 
replace the matter in the hands of her Majesty’s representative, who would proceed in 
accordance with his powers and instructions, and then took his leave. The manager’s 
return to Guanaxuato was essential, but before he quitted Mexico he again addressed 
Mr. Doyle with certain observations and propositions, and with the hope of bringing about 
an early and final settlement, he lowered the amount claimed from $352,152 to $200,000. 

The first item of actual spoiliation, $62,000, being conceded and retained, the yearly 
charge of management in Guanaxuato was waived, the law charges reduced, and the rate 
of interest computed at 64 per cent., in lieu of 12 per cent. The latest accounts from 
Capt. Farrell state that no further progress was yet made, but he was urging the matter, 
in conjunction with Mr. Doyle, in the most careful and zealous manner. It appears to 
have been delayed in some degree by the illness of the Finance Minister, M. Esparza. 

Hactenpas.—Dolores and Duran had continued fully employed, while Barrera was at 
half power. The.marager announced in his last advices that quicksilver was from 8 42 
to 8 45 per quintal, and that for a‘small lot of 50 flasks he had lately paid $43 cash.

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At the last general meeting, held in London on fhe 28th of January, the balance of cash 
in the treasury in Mexico was, to the financial accounts then reported, $21,420; 
and the’ameunt paid (by the accounts then given) for “* bought ores’? was $35,000. The 
proprietors, therefore, will observe that there is a clear increase of $10,943 in the pre- 
sent statement over that of January last ; apd this increase, although the amount invested 
in “bought ores” was $3 00, greater than in the corresponding period. 

Of the management of the affairs of the association in Mexico the directors have cause 
to feel perfectly satisfied. The board has fu!l confidenc that the powers with which 
Captain Farrell has been invested will be exercised with vigour and discretion. The fol- 
lowing extract from his letter, of the 30th April last, will exhibit the views which appear 
to guide him, and which, it is hoped, will be approved by the proprietors :—‘* As a con- 
cluding commentary upon these undertakings of the assogiation, I will call to your at- 
tention that the futare outlay of the funds confided to my charge will be confined to the 
development of those operations which present hopes of a speedy and successful resul 
—namely, Jesu Maria, at the present time, and La Natividad, whenever Mr. Furber ma 
cut the vein. By .hus narrowing the circle of operations, and carefully watching to eco- 
nomise on every side, I hope to be able to carry out to a fortunate conclusion the pre- 
sent speculations of the company, the realisation of which may, at a future period, induce 
the extension of eperations, should favourable opportunities present themselves.”

The CHarrMAN proposed that Webster Flockton and Henry Bunster, Esqs., 
be re elected directors of the company, as also Charles Biggs, Esq., auditor, 
both of which motions were carried unanimously. 

The Cxarrman said, he was not conscious that there was any thing to sub- 
mit beyond what was embodied in the report ; but, as it might not be fully com- 
prehended by all present upon the first reading, it might require some little 
explanation ; meantime, the Board were ready to answer any questions. He 
proceeded to giveasummary of it. He did not wish to excite sanguine expecta~ 
tions; but in some respects their prospects were better. After briefly alluding to 
Rayas, he observed that at Aldana, Capt. Farrell had reduced the expenditure to 
the smallest possible amount, and had directions to accept a similar arrange- 
ment as regarded that mine as at Trinidad with Mr. Furber, if practicable. 
That gentleman was working with considerable vigour; and, though he had 
not actually reached the rich vein of La Luz, he was still very sanguine 
of success, and they should share it. At Mina Grande, they were selling 
the stores, preparatory to a surrender of the mine to its owners. Jesus Maria 
y Jose was improved in its condition, yielding ore of better quality in its 
lowest workings. These were the pointson which were hinged their greatest ex- 
pectations. The Zacatecas claims remained in an unsatisfactory state. An 
appeal had been made to the Minister of Foreign Affairs in Mexico, by whom 
the basis of the claim was conceded, and referred by him to the Minister of 
Finance, whose ultimatum was to allow it as far as $62,000, with $5000 for 
law expenses, and 64 per cent. interest from February last. This was too pre- 
posterous a proposition for Capt- Farrell for one moment to entertain. He left 
the matter in the hands of her Majesty’s Minister (Mr. Doyle), and at once 
left Mexico for the mines, after reducing the amount claimed to $200,000. It 
was quite clear that, if entitled to interest at all, the company’s claim for it 
held good from the date of spoilation, when the damage arose. In case their 
agents (Messrs, Graham and Belangé), with Mr. Doyle did not effect a settle- 
ment in due season, the beard would have no alternative but to apply to the Se- 
cretary of State for Foreign Affairs, in Downing-street, pressing upon him to 
obtain justice for them, that they might not be deprived of their rights. 
(Applause.) In order to proceed with the business of the day, the chairman 
proposed that the report, &c., now read, be received. 

A Proprixtor, prior to its being put, requested to be informed whether the 
$67,000 was offered by letter or personally, and whether before or after the 
demand had been reduced to $200,000? 

_ The Cuarrman replied, it was made personally, and prior to the reduction, 
since which no communication had been received, from the alleged indisposition 
of the minister. 

Mr. ANDERDON hoped that Oapt. Farrell had not in any way prejudiced 
the full claim by consenting to take the lesser one. He certainly had ob- 
jected to his appointment. On this occasion, probably, his justification might 
be the orders and instructions from the board. Insulted as the company were 
by the paltry offer made by the authorities in Mexico, the application should 
be made at once, and without the loss of an hour, to Lord Malmsbury. (Ap- 
plause.) The amount in funds at Mexico, and large value in quicksilver, was 
unnecessarily large. By holding so great a stock a serious loss had been in- 
curred, as appeared on the face of the accounts now before them, up to 1851. 

The CHarrMan observed, good results were likely to follow these inquiries 
and observations. 

With regard to the Zacetacas claims, it might not be wise or expedient 
to. make so large a deduction from the original claim, unless likely to ad- 
vance the settlement of it. It was, however, wisely done to obtain the co- 
operation of Mr. Doyle, who went hand in hand with them, which circame 
stance arms the company with greater strength, should they have to apply at 
Downing-street- The board were unanimous in approving of what Captain 
Farrell had thought best to do. Mr. Doyle was impressing the matter on the 
Mexican Government, and‘if he could not obtain justice, and the manager told 
them so, then they should go to her Majesty’s Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs. (Applause.) To do so at once would tend to weaken their cause in place 
of strengthening it- Then as to the money in hand at Mexico, he should be 
sorry to see it less, The loss sustained by the reduced value of that article 
was but small to the gains that had formerly been made by it; on reference 
to the ledger it could be proved that a very large balance of profit had been 
derived by theartiele. They had no stock of it in store, and, large as the quan- 
tity appeared, every pound of it was employed in the reduction of the ores. The 
association would now, and for the future, be gainers by the fall in the price of 
a i as it would enable the ores in the haciendas to be reduced at a 
ess cost. 

Mr. ANDERDON mide some further remarks, in explanation, and concluded 
his observatidns by a complimentary assurance to the chairman, that he felt 
every reliance on his (Sir John Easthope’s) judgment and experience, which, 
at all times displayed, would, doubtless, lead to the most advisable and effec- 
tive steps relative to the final settlement of the Zacateces claims being taken, 
should an appeal to the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs become necessary. 

The subject of quicksilver caused a long discussion, as to the probability of 
a serious loss being sustained in the extravagant use of it, through incompetent 
judgment; and a SHAREHOLDER contended that Capt. Farrell ought to have 
first served an apprenticeship in a mining capacity before taking so very re- 
sponsible an office. 

“Lhe CHarRMAN explained that Capt. Farrell was recommended to them by 
parties most extensively engaged in mining, as stated at the last meeting, when 
Mr. Weston and others had made some similar objections. As; manager, he 
selected the beat talent and experience he could procure. The Haciend 
were superintended by Administradors, of whose capabilities and qualificatio 
the Board possessed ample assurance and proof, : 

Mr, Baruey contended that an officer of artillery was not the exact sort of 
man calculated to do justice to the situation the board had placed him in, nor 
could it be fancied that he possessed either a sufficient knowledge of mining 
pursuits, or commercial transactions. He would now rush, as it were, into the 
* Tien’s mouth,” and take the financial statement “ in tow :” having so unneces- 
sarily, large an amount of money in hand, he thought it high time.to give # 
dividend. They had in round numbers 16,6607. in this country, of which q. 
would give a dividend equal to 3s. per share. 

The Carrman explained, that the sum named included the amount of 
divi lends unclaimed, but coming in for payment frequently, and which. must

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adividend. The shareholders might rely on receiving a dividend the moment 
the board had the means in their power to do declare one of a sufficient amount. 

Mr. Bary qualified his previous proposition for the amount so set aside for 
payment of unclaimed scrip and dividends being distributed amongst the 
shareholders generally, by suggesting some act of indemnity ; but the meeting 
totally dissented from such such misappropriation of the above amount, at the 
same time highly approving the integrity and good faith of the board of di- 
rectors in discountenancing it. 

A Proprietor rose to inquire whether the board was satisfied also as to 
the mining abilities of Mr. Parkman; and did he possess their full confidence? 
From a recent letter of his in the Mining Journa/, wherein he had attempted 
to show that he was practically acquainted with mining in Mexico for some 
10 or 12 years, the attempt had convinced him that he really was a man of 
no mining ability or standing, and actually knew no more about it than what 
he had seen while in their employ. He could not, therefore, be the most de- 
sirable pee to govern their mining affairs. 

The CHarrMan stated that Mr. Parkman was under the control of Captain 
Farrell, and deemed efficient by him ; otherwise he had power to discharge him. 

In allusion to a letter received from Mexico, respecting some damages claimed 
from the company, from the heirs or representatives of a party deceased, 
amounting to some $3,000,000, the CrarrmAN observed that the claim was pre- 
posterous, and utterly repudiated, and that it would be resisted by every means 
should the parties attempt to maintain it; the company, neither in justice or 
honour, being indebted one dollar, it was believed. 

The Cuarrman, during the meeting, read a letter which had been addressed 
to him by Mr. Weston, a proprietor, who, it will be remembered took a pro- 
minent part at the last half-yearly meeting ina discussion which ensued sub- 
sequent to the report of the directors being read. A motion made by Mr. 
Weston, and seconded by Mr. Legg, having, in January last, been made for a 
Committee of inquiry into the state of the affairs of the Association, and their 
official management, was then lost by a large majority of the shareholders 
voting against any such committee being appointed. ‘The directors, neverthe- 
less, desirous of satisfying every proprietor who sought for information, gave 
the secretary full power to afford it them by any information he possessed, as 
well as by placing such books, papers, documents, and accounts before them 
as might be requisite. In his letter Mr. Weston, after regretting that his de- 
parture for Scotland would prevent his being present on this occasion, stated 
that he had recently availed himself of the instructions given to the secretary, 
Mr. Arthur Westmacott, adding that it gave him pleasure to bear testimony to 
the readiness with which that gentleman fulfilled such instructions. Mr. Weston 
expressed the satisfaction he had derived from the investigaton and inquiries he 
had made. He considered things were in a more prosperous state than when the 
proprietors were last called together. He was of opinion the manager (Capt. 
Farrell) had shown greatjudgment in the manner he was prosecuting the claims 
of the company with the Mexican Government; and with regard to a dividend 
being declared (notwithstanding the improved state of the finances), he did not 
think it would be prudent to announce one; though if they continued to improve, 
and the advices received from Mexico were on other points encouraging, it 
would, doubtless, be the pleasing duty of the directors to declare one. 

A Proprietor who had put several questions to the chairman, and who 
“observed that he was holder of shares to a large amount, here remarked that 
he had travelled 200 miles to attend the present meeting, and after declaring 
against a dividend at present, expressed strongly his satisfaction with the chair- 
man and board of directors for their efforts to promote the interests of the asso- 
ciation, observing that he should return home much gratified at what had oc- 
curred on this occasion, and with full confidence that the interests of the com- 
pany would be fully protected and cared for. 

It was unanimously resolved, that the thanks of this meeting are due to the 
chairman and court of directors, for their uniform attention to the interest of 
‘the association, when the meeting separated.

The Secretary read the notice convening the meeting, as advertised in the 
Mining Journal, and the report, which stated that Capt. Hitchins had arrived 
in Ade laide on Nov, 27 last, aud, acting on his instructions, immediately su- 
perseded Major Campbell, taking | pepe of the company’s property and 
funds. He became at once satisfied that a very large reduction might be made 
in the managing staff in the colony, and immediately took steps to effect it, includ- 
ing the dismissal of Capt. Phillips. Mr. Forster arrived on the 15th January last, 
and commenced to act as superintendent, permitting Capt. Hitchins to pursue the 
more special object of his mission. The several necessary measures were in pro- 
gress, when the men were induced to leave by the gold discoveries, entirely putting 
an end to mining operations, andthe expenditure in the culony had ceased, with 
the exception of that for the protection of the property and the necessary assistance 
to Capt. Hitchinsduring his survey. The genera] tenor of his communications in- 
dicates that the resources of the property have never been fully developed ; little 
‘care appears to have been manifested, or the interests of the company advanced as 
they ought to have been. Major Campbeil was indebted to the company 750/., 
against which he claimed a year’s salary, but the directers believe his conduct to 
have been such as to justify his immediate removal, and that he, therefore, had not 
apy claim against the company. 

It was hoped and anticipated that Capt. Hitchins would arrive in the course of 
the next three months, when, in addition to bis official report, personal explana- 
tions would be received, and a special general meeting i liatel d 
The proposal made in January for raising a fund by loan notes had so far been re- 
sponded to that 83607. had been raised; and the directors huped by this means to 
raise sufficient for all purposes until the report of Capt. Hitchins had been received. 
¥com the general tenor of the colonial letters, it appeared that, although recent 
events had prejudicially affected all kinds of regular business, the large emigra- 
‘tion now going on, and the regular rapid steam conveyance, would soon allow the 
ordinary business to be resumed. The prospective liabilities are about 15,0002.

The CHAtRMAN announced that, in conformity with the strong approval and 
confidence the board had received at the last meeting, they had since spared 
no exertions towards benefitting the company, as far as their best judgment 
dictated, and lost no time in carrying out that object, by engaging Capt. Hitchins 
and Mr. Forster, and superseding the former agents in the colony. Capt. Hitchins 
sailed on the 7th August, Mr. Foster in October, anc no time was lost on the other 
side the globe by them in following up the directions they had been furnished with. 
He then went into a recapitulation of the report, and proposed that the accounts 
and reports now presented be received and adopted. 

Mr. ANDERTON observed, that having every confidence in the directors, there 
was no alternative but to pass the accounts and report, however discouraging, and 
patiently await the return of Capt. Hitchins. He was at aloss to know where Major 
Campbell sprang from, or who could have recommended him as a fit and proper 
agent to the board; one thing was evident, that they had been most shamefully 
robbed and plundered on the other side the water, and that accounted for the de.

CALLINGTON MINING COMPANY. 


A special general meeting (convened by a requisition to the directora by 
shareholders holding 267 shares), was held at Savaleehouta, Bishopsgate- 
street, on Friday, the 30th inst. 

Jounx Fievp, Exq., in the chair. 

Mr. P. Warson having read the notice convening the meeting, the Cuair- 
MAN called on Mr. Ensor, the only party then present who had signed the re- 
quisition, to submit his views to the meeting. 

Mr. ENsor observed that he considered the object fully stated ; he would go 
through the points seriatim. First, as to their financial position; he was fully 
aware a large majority of the shareliolders were desirous of seeing the concern 
placed out of debt, and by making a call, and disposing of superfluous ma- 
chinery and materials, it was easily to be effected ; he would also prefer putting 
the concern strictly under the Cost-book System, by abolishing the office of 
directors, and having a local purser on the mine, and substituting a London 
committee who should act gratuitously, and hold regular bi monthly meetings, 
These were the points ,he and the requisionists were desirous of consulting the 
shareholders upon. 

The Cuairnman explained that, by the 33d rule, it was in the power of 
shareholders, at a special meeting convened for the purpose, to “ alter, amend, 
or enlarge ” any of the present rules and regulations; but not to cancel them, 
The financial position to the end of April was a debtor balance of above 3000/. 
The call just made would reduce it 10002; and the sale of a 50 in, cylinder 
engine, pitwork, and spare materials, might yield 1500/. Still, to pay the 
mine costs since April, another call would be requisite very shortly to clear off 
all liabilities. Having been the orginator of the holding quarterly instead of 
annual meetings, he had regretted to find that very few shareholders made a 
point of attending them, which led him to expect no better result, even if 
they were held bi-monthly. To such alterations the board would offer no 
opposition—their desire being to meet the wishes of a majority of shareholders,

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COLLIERY OPERATIONS—NEW SOCIETY. 

Sir,—In your last week’s Journal, I have read a letter having reference 
to a society, formed in this town by a number of coalowners and viewers, 
for the prevention of accidents in coal mines by improving ventilation, &c. 
From the tenor of that letter, the writer evidently questions the object of 
the society, and also the sincerity of its projectors, and this, in my opi- 
nion, without sufficient warranty. Having for more than 25 years devoted 
much time and attention to the subject of accidents in mines, with a view 
to their prevention, the following brief remarks may not be altogether gra- 
tuitous or irrelevant. Every man possessed of common feeling must de- 
plore the Soqneney and fatality of these sad calamities, which are alike 
destructive of the life of the minerand the property of the owner—hence one 
moment’s reflection must serve to demonstrate that the safety ofthe one and 
the welfare of the other are inseparably involved. Agreeing perfectly 
with your correspondent as to the great value of the report of the late par- 
liamentary committee, and also that of the proposed National Society, of 
which latter Iam a member, I cannot but regard his observations, or 
rather strictures, as somewhat illiberal, if not unjust; and from my ac- 
ener with many, and friendship with some, of these parties, I am 

to consider them both. 

@ avowed objects of what he terms the National Society are, so far 
as I am informed, identical with those of the Coal Owners and Viewers’ 
cet wherefore, I can see no valid reason for placing the two in an- 
tagonism to each other. On thecontrary, assuming the singleness of pur- 
pose of the promoters of both, the best results may be anticipated from 
their co-operation, if not amalgamation. To Mr. Forster, who took a 
prominent part at the meeting of the coal owners and viewers, I was in- 
debted, some time ago, for information as to the National Society, as also 
for my name being sent to its secretaries. This may serve to show that 
there le at least no hostility between the principal parties. 

Every man of experience in professional matters is well aware of the 
fact, that to effect real improvement in any department, science and practice 
must be combined; the latter, in most cases, acting as a salutary drag on 
the former, which otherwise is but too apt torun riot. From what I know 
of mining operations, in nothing can I conceive this more likely to be the 
case than in this most difficult and perplexing art. As theories, and the 
principles on which they are based, however sound and unquestionable in 
the study, are 7 proved to be utterly impracticable in the workings of 
a coal mine, and this by obstacles which Nature has opposed to the very 
physical laws which she has herself established as a general governing 
principle. To be convinced of this, it is only necessary to traverse the 
workings of a mine, and there witness the caprices of which she is con- 
stantly guilty, and which constitute the obstacles alluded to.

COLLIERY VENTILATION—THE COMMONS’ COMMITTEE. 
Sim,—I have been endeavouring to compass the Report of the late Com- 
mittee upon Explosions in Coal Mines, and confess that some of the prin- 
ciples therein set forth are to me words of mystery. In p. 4, Mr. Gurney 


is quoted for the discovery of the “ furnace limit ”—the “ natural brattice,” 
and the “ furnace paradox ”—all new and astounding phrases to us colliery 
viewers; although, scientifically explained to the hon. committee, they 
may assume an impressive appearance, but once the principle of furnace- 
power admitted, why is it limited any more than the steam-jet? I suppose 
the steam-jet must have power of steam, and adequate passages and out- 
lets for the air; und give but the furnace that, and there is no more limit 
to the one than to the other. Then the furnace paradox and natural brat- 
tice are said to prevai!;—-why, who ever Leard of or saw such a thing, where 
the shafts and air-courses were proportioned? Mr. Gurney would have 
the world to believe that the steam-jet will do the work per force, whilst 
the less sophisticated practical men set to work and enlarge the air-courses 
suitable to the furnace-power and the shafts; and away with natural brat- 
tice and furnace paradox—there are no such things: a person is not to 
— up an irrational case, and then argue against principle. 

he steam-jet, no one denies, isa propelling power, and so are the fan- 
blast and air-pump—Mr. Struvé used them, and many others; but has it 
evor been shown yet in practice (and it has been introduced in many parts 
and discontinued ) that it is cheaper and more effective than a well-arranged 
furnace? Let Mr. Gurney tell us where, and by whom. As for Seaton 
Delaval, it has been decided as no case in point, for it is working in con- 
junction with the discharge of two nigh peers boilers, and no man upon 
earth can distinguish what portion of the ventilation belongs to the steam- 
jet, and this was admitted by Mr. Forster in his examination in 1849. 

, strange to say, Mr. Forster has never re-erected the steam-jet in any 
one of his numerous pits, for they are all working with ordinary furnaces. 
It is not my object to criticise with minuteness the report of the committee, 
satisfied ns I am that no legislation will take place without a more full 
and compretiensive inquiry; but [ cannot help expressing my ignorance 
of the principle of the laws of motion laid down in page 11; it is as fol- 
lows:—“ And since the first law of motion is that a body in motion con- 
tinues to move for ever, or until stopped by something else.” 

Now, our philosophers have taught us to believe that gravity operates 
upon all bodies to remain dormant, unless moved by some artificial force, 
and the steam-jet is intended to overcome this natural sluggishness. ‘T'o 
be sure, Mr. Gibbons, and other writers upon ventilation, inform us that 
there is such a thing as the “ fighting ” of the pits, and where the ventilation 
stagnates and reverses; and they may lead to the doctrine of the natural 
Drattice, but we might just as well begin to diffuse a new princip'e from 
the fact of asmoky chimney, where, instead of the air going up, it comes 
down. We viewers certainly, in the present exhibition of science, assume 
but a low figure in the scale; but with the exception of Sir H. Davy’s 
safety-lamp, it will, I believe, be exceedingly difficult to point out a single 
radical improvement in coal mining which has ever been suggested or 
brought about by a scientific theorist. 

It is very convenient to represent that the viewers are a stubborn, un- 
scientific set of gentlemen, who either cannot or will not understand the 
advance of science, and no doubt the practical knowledge which prevails 
in some parts is greatly a want in others; still the natural and sensible 
question arises as to whether the practical safety and economic working 
of a coal mine is to be advanced by men however scientific, but without 
practical knowledge, whose acquirements are founded upon the experiments 
of the laboratory, or by persons well grounded in the best practices, who 
have attained a medium knowledge of the principles of natural philosophy. 

Before I conclude this short paper, I must mention the refage stalls of 
Mr. Gurney—viz., that places are to be allotted at each hundred yards, 
with stoppings, to be open at the top and bottom, so as persons shall 

in the dark from the place of explosion, to creep into these refuge 
stalls, having by the above arrangement a natural ventilation. Mr. Gurney 
meyer seems to contemplate that their passage must be through the afier- 
damp, amongst broken doors, brattices, tubs, and in the dark too, where a 
person cannot guess in what direction he is going, and all this to be ma- 
naged upon theoretic principles of pneumatics; for the inside of the stop- 
pings are to be furnished with “ valves, so as to be always ready to close 
the openings from within.” 

Now, I submit that all this is so palpably impracticable that it lowers 
the position of science amongst us, and does but show that “ scientific 
men” are more liable to make gross and impracticable blunders than we 

viewers; for althongh some of us are rather slow to learn, yet 
we steadily to that which is known to answer, till it is made self- 
evidently inferior by a practical illustration of a better system—such was 
the admitted superiority ot the Davy-lamp over the stee/ mill.

THY COPPER TRADE, 

Siz,—A doubt having been ee of the Cornish copper ores being 
of any worth, except for copper alone, permit me to give you the results 
in part of my own kaewiedep and experience on the subject. Silver in 
its native state, accompanied by grey silver ore, is found in the copper 
mines of Wheal Alfred, Alfred Consols, Wheal Herland, Wheal Ann, and 
in those generally in the parishes of Gwinear and Phillack; grey silver 
ore (the carbonate) in the mines in Perranzabuloe, and cael , Calling: 
ton; vitreous silver ore (the sulphuret) in Wheal Basset, Dolcoath, &c. 
Several varieties are abundant in the mines near Fowey; aio in Wheals 
Unity and Poldice, Wheal Anna Maria, &c. Ga'ena, or sulphuret of lead, 
common in our copper lodes, is argentiferous, varying from 10 to 60 ozs, 
to the ton; of the last higher class is that in Wheal Pool, and some 
mines near Truro. It is also found with deposits of arsenical pyrites, ex- 
cept those in our tin mines. My own experience, which may be imperfect 
on this particular head, has nevee been able to detect silver, cobalt, or 
nickel with the arsenical pyrites, which so abundantly occur in some of 
our tin lodes: to what cause this may be assigned is a subject for the mine- 
ralogist, of which I confess my ignorance, and is foreign to my purpose; 
it does not appear to be due to their comparative ages, or the rocks which 
enclose them. Silver is not confined to clay-slate, but is found in granite, 
asin Dolcoath. There is a cireumstance which should not be lost sight of 
by miners,—that argentiferous copper ores are paid for by the returning 

arges, and that 2 ozs. to the ton will amply cover any extra expense in 
saving the silver. I have rarely found cobalt in Cornwall, except accom- 
panied by nickel or arsenic. ‘These metals occur in the copper veins in 
Doleoath, and incidentally throughout the districts of Redruth, Camborne, 
and Illogan, in the cross veins at Herland, and with bismuth at Wheal 
Sparnon, Botallack, Polgooth, Wheal Unity, Wheal Chance, and the 
mines around Mountsbay. I could go onto further detail’, but the above 
will be enough for my purpose, and to convince the most sceptical.

THE SULPHUR TRADE. 

S1r,—In perusing the West Briton of last week, I notice a remark made 
by Mr. Michael Williams, at Bodmin, with respect to the consumption of 
sulphur in this country. Mr. Williams states that, previous to Free Trade 
measures being introduced into this country, the consumption of sulphur 
was from 3000 to 4000 tons per annum, But what is the result? Start- 
ling as it may appear, in the short space of five years the consumption of 
this article is increased from 4000 to 100,000 tons annually, and the raw 
material (mundic or pyrites) from which this immense quantity of sulphur 
is extracted is raised from our British mines. Does not this argue vo- 
lumes for Free Trade? Here isa boon conferred principally on the 
Cornish mines, I presume, for I well remember hearing, about 20 years 
ago, when visiting one of the mines in Cornwall, complaints being made 
that the article of mundic was valueless. I presume that many of the old 
mines in Cornwall must be nearly exhausted of this article, as I have been 
given to understand that it is not to be found at a very great depth from 
the surface, being only one of the strong indications of large deposits of 
copper ore at a greater depth; and in all instances where much mundic is 
found to exist much copper invariably follows, as a matter of certainty.

IRON FOUNDRIES—SIMPLE METHOD OF CASTING. 

Sir,—I should very much like to make a few remarks, through the me- 
dium of your valuable Journal, respecting accidents in iron foundries. The 
late very serious and fatal accident at Messrs. Mare and Co.,’s, Blackwall, 
may be a sufficient apology. It appears that the molten iron was run out 
of the furnaces into an immense crane ladle, which was suspended froma 
powerful crane in the usual manner. The system of running such a large 
uantity of fluid metal into a pan or ladle, and hoisting it up from the 
oor, I think is very objectionable. To prevent such calamities as fre- 
queutly occur, I beg leave to call the attention of engineers to the follow- 
ing very simple and easy method of making castings from 8 tons to 20 tons 
or upwards:—I would place a vessel in the floor; the one I am in the 
habit of using is much in the shape of a boat, made of thin wrought-iron 
boiler plate. It is coated inside with loam, “ daubed,” as it is called in 
the trade, put on to a waggon and run into the stove, and made thoroughly 
dry. This vessel is then placed at a proper height to allow the iron to run 
out of it into the mould through a sluice prepared for the purpose. The 
melted iron can be taken from the furnaces with crane ladles and put into 
this vessel; and here you gain a double object. By this method you mix 
your iron before it goes into the mould, as it frequently happens you get 
dull or thick iron from the air furnaces when you get it very hot or fluid 
from the cupola; and, further, you have no fear of chains, or cranes, or 
leverage breaking, and running a great risk of destroying life and pro- 
perty. By this arrangement you see theiron before it goes into the mould; 
you entirely do away with all the confusion and bustle; your principal 
stands by the letting out place of the vessel, and lets it run out fast or 
slow, just as the article requires it. Heavy beams, large turn-tables, cylin- 
ders, and girders, may be cast with the greatest safety by this means: and 
you may empty as many cupolas and air furnaces, and even blast furnaces, 
into vessels thus fixed as you can require. I should urge upon manufac- 
turers at once to abandon the system of suspending 10 or 12 tons of fluid 

iron in the air from a crane frequently as high as the workmen’s heads.

NASMYTH'S DIRECT-ACTION STEAM SUCTION FAN. 

Sir,—Will any of your correspondents favour the public, through the 
medium of your Journal, with pacticulars, in figures, of the performance 
of this ventilating machine? Judging from the terms used in praise of it, 
one would suppose it to be the ne plus ultra of ventilating agents; but 
practiced men can better understand terms of actual measurement than 
general ones of qualifications. I have looked through a letter of Mr. 
Nasmyth’s, in your Journal a week or two ago, and I have not been able 
to gather any information with respect to its power. Ican find “ perfect,” 
and “thorough” and “complete success,” but not one precise term or 
number which its performance can be calculated by. For the formation 
of a correct judgment of its performance, the length and comparative di- 
rectness and size of the air-courses should be given. These particulars 
can readily be procured by the use of a measuring tape; then nothing 
more is wanted than the velocity of the air in an air grate of known size. 
The best places to take the velocity are the far ends of the workings, and 
the place where all the divisions or splits of air meet in the return air- 
course; this can readily be done by the use of Biram’s self-registering ane- 
mometer in each of these situations. I know many parties who would be 
glad to see a statement of these particulars in armithetical terms, on ac- 
count of the interest they have in mine ventilation; and I have no doubt 
it will be promptly furnished, when the necessity for it is made apparent,

CRADDOCK'S ENGINES. 

Str,—I learn that my letter, naming the visit of Mr. Charles Manby to 
examine these engines, is considered by some parties as likely to be very 
injurious to Mr. Craddock’s interests, as tending to scare persons from his 
factory, under dread of seeing their names and arguments in print. This 
contingency occurred to me; but, on consideration, I resolved, on several 
grounds, to run the risk on my sole responsibility, without consulting the 
views or wishes of the inventor.

direction as the examination of these engines. 1 think the fears of Mr. 
Craddock’s friends are groundless. I have known Mr. Manby longer, pro- 
bably, than they have; and they may be assured he will join heart and 
hand in promoting these inventions, when any slight misapprehension as 
to their novelty or their value is removed, by looking as I have done mi- 
nutely into their merits. In the mind of a good citizen, private conside- 
rations must always yield to public duty. However I may value a friend, 
I value truth more; and indeed how can we better show our value fora 
friend than to correct his error? Especially when the subject is one of 
immense national importance, languishing in abeyance solely and entirely 
for the want of open public discussion, such a letter as I wrote combines 
both private and duty together. I should be sorry indeed to have 
@ friend who could think so ill of me as to expect I would smother the 
sacred voice of truth for any petty consideration. ‘There is nothing con- 
nected with Mr. Craddock, or his inventions, but will bear the fullest blaze 





of light which can be brought to bear upon them. I have undertaken, as 





far as lies in my humble ability, to bring them out to the face of day, 
simply and sincerely having their progress at heart, and doing justice. I 
judge others by myself; and should be ashamed to suppose it possible that 
any one else conld be ashamed to hear their words repeated on a subject 
of such vital importance. It is a wrong to Mr. Manby, at which I justly 
feel indignant, to conceive it possible he could be a friend to nugger- 
mugger.—July 14.

BRITISH MINES. 


ALFRED CONSOLS.—The shaftmen are now preparing to fix the plunger= 
liftin the 100, In the 100, east of Field’s engine-shaft, we are driving north throuzh the 
lode ; 80 far as we have seen It, it is looking well. We have 6 or 9 ft. yet to drive to see 
the north wall; we expect the best part of the lode still north. In No. 1 winze, east of 
Field’s engine-shaft, we have got to water ; the men wil! now drive west to meet the 100.

As I have also reported on the 
Willoughby or Penralt Mine in that district, your correspondent was not wrong 
in inferring that I spoke favourably of the mining “country ” m the neigh- 
bourhood generally. I am of a strong opivion that, with a systematic plan of 
operations, the Llanrwst district might be rendered as valuable as any in North 
Wales, In a geological point of view, all the constants necessary for mineral 
wealth are present; and although the changes of “country” are numerous, 
and the intrusion of trap dykes frequent, the conditions of successful working 
are rather rendered favourable by these than otherwise.

ACCIDENTS. : 

Notlingham.—A shocking accident occurred at the pits of Lord Middleton's Colliery, at 
Old Radford. W. Bonser, W. Banner, J. Husbands, and W. Rovinson, entered the cage to 
be taken tojtop of the pit, and when they had reached a height of between 40 and 50 feet, 
the rope to which the cage was attached suddenly snapped, and the whole of the unfor- 
tunate men were hurled to the bottom, and sadly injured. The pit is 67 yards deep, 
and no accident of a similar nature has occurred there for npwards of 20 years. 

Scotland.—At Nitshil!l Colliery (near Glasgow), Mr. Tims, the manager, was killed a 
few days ago. When coming up the pit, two nen, who were working in the upper part, 
let fall a bar of iron, which almost severed his head from his body. Mr. Tims wasa man 
of much experience; he was brought from the north of England at the time of sinking 
the pit, and his death is much lamented.—At one of the Rose Hall pits, a sinker making 
some repairs in the shaft was standing on a bunton, which giving way, hé fell to the bot- 
tom and was killed.—At Newton Colliery (six miles from Glasgow), !wo men were se- 
verely burnt with fire-damp. 

Limburg.—An explosion of fire damp took place last week in the coal pits of Kerkraede, 
by which four men were killed and two others much burned. The accident was caused 
by the imprudence of a workman in not taking proper precautions. -- Galignani.

In noticing in the columns of last week's Mining Journal the ru- 
moared determination of the Arrorney Generat to proceed against 
all companies who have not complied with the provisions of the 7th 
and 8th Vie., cap.

Act, we expressed the opinion that it was highly desirable the law 
should be properly defined, and that a short Dill should be intro- 
duced at an early period of the ensuing session, to rectify any de- 
fects in existing Acts. On further consideration, we think it abso- 
rnecessary to declare explicitly what is the purport and true 

of the Cost-book System as applied to the regulation of 
which are strictly exempted from the operations of the above 
Act. It is quite clear that much misconception has arisen, aud'still

the extraction of mineral matter from the earth (coal mines, per- 
haps, excepted), in every county in the kingdom within the compass 
ofits power. The Cost-book System, the most time-honoured mode 
of regulating mining co-partnaries which exists—a mode which has 
endured through ages, and which at this very hour influences the 
adventurous combinations of almost every country where mineral 
resources are developed, we would take for our basis. In fact, we 
would embody the simple principles of justice in this system of na- 
tural equity in the wider range of an Act of Parliament, applicable 
to the whole kingdom, instead of confining their action, as at present, 
to one mineral county. We cannot conceive that any difficulty 
could possibly arise in the framing of such an Act, in the means of 
its proper administration, or objection on any reasonable grounds to its 
general application. Among its clauses should be one thoroughly defining 
its powers, which should be its application to every specics of mineral de- 
velopment, whether mining underground, quarrying or open cutting, and 
thus prevent all quibbling on the question of what isa mine? It should 
enact the keeping of the accounts on the principle of the present cost-book, 
define the duties of the purser, secure to the shareholders their periodical 
meetings, when the accounts would be investigated, the debts liquidated, 
future proceedings determined, dividends declared, calls authorised, or, if 
necessary, to dissolve by general consent. Monthly reports, detailing the 
workings of the mine, should be published in the AfZining Journal; meet- 
ings of the shareholders should be held quarterly; and the strictly voluntary 
principle should be adhered to, enabling any adventurer to withdraw from 
the enterprise by giving notice, and paying his proportion of debts and lia- 
bilities up to the last general meeting. The leading features of this spe- 
cies of trading partnership would thus be defined, and well-grounded in- 
formation obtained respecting the difference which the law makes between 
mineral reproduction by companies expressly formed for leasing land or 
minerals for the purpose of mining operations, and the owners in fee- 
simple. The privilege at present possessed by all mining companies of 
not being subject to the laws of private partnership, as applicable to the 
bankrupt laws, would, of course, be continued, and the establishment of 
such a gencral law would greatly advance the cause of legitimate mining, 


so disgusted and injured many of its honourable udventurers, and against 
which some stringent clauses might be introduced. 

With respect to the best means of carrying out this proposed legislative 
act, that would, of course, be matter for consideration. It would, proba- 
bly, be considered desirable to continue the present Stannary Courts for 
Cornwall, as closely connected with the rights and property of the Duchy; 
and for other counties we see no objection to the provisions of so simplea 
law being administered in the County Courts, with power of appeal to any 
of the courts of Westminster, as provided for by the 14th section of the 
County Courts Extension Act, two of the puisne judges sitting out of term 
asacourtofappeal. The view which the law has hitherto taken of mining 
co-partnership has been admirably comprehensive, but confined to single 
mineral localities. This embodiment of simple and sound principles in a 
general law would widely diffuse its advantages, and give confidence and 
facility inrisking the hazards and difficulties attendant on the exploration 
for minerals, and secure good faith on the part of all those who embark 
their capital in such speculation, The great object is not to embarrass 
those small associations, generally possessed of limited capital, who enter 
on an enterprise requiring much care and cireumspection, but to decline 
to interfere except when the broad rules of equity are violated. 

We feel sanguine that the working of such a law would place mining 
enterprise in a healthy state, prevent the introduction, to a great extent, 





those parties, who are ever ready, by the most unscrupulous reports, and 
other means, to take advantage of the honest adventurer in the sale or pur- 
chase of shares, while it would put the latter on his guard. We shall be 
glad to receive communications and suggestions on the subject—one of the 
utmost possible importance, and well worthy the deep consideration of the 
representatives in Parliament of our mineral districts. 














; The question has repeatedly been asked, how it is that while 
' $0 much gold has been discovered in California, the several com- 
panies established in London for the working the auriferous depo- 
sits in that region have yet made “ nosign?” The answer is simply 
this—that at the first period of excitement, blinded by the gold 
fever, the projectors, despite all sober reasoning, and the repeated 
warnings which they had received, eagerly rushed into action, and 
endeavoured to outreach each other in the field of competition, and 
establish themselves as territorial proprietors of some portion of 
the American E! Dorado. We will not suppose that these companies 
were projected with the purpose of misleading others; but, in unforiu- 
nately too many instances, a great want of caution was displayed; glow- 
ing statements, which bore on their aspect the face of misrepresentation 
and exaggeration, were allowed to pass current; and men, who were sup- 
posed to possess habits of business and mercantile abilities, were by their 
too great credulity, and fancicd belief in golden dreams of wealth, never 
to be realised, misled. 

No sooner was the capital subscribed than the question of the right of 
the lessors was disputed. ‘This occupied for a short period the public mind, 
but now is heard no more. We then had the squatters’ titles, who were in 
absolute possession of the ground, armed with bowie knives and revolvers, 
in aterritory which had never been private property, and prepared to re- 
sist to the death all those who should presume to dispossess them, whether 
they were backed by the civil or military power. In fact, it would at this 
moment take a:larger army than the United States could bring into the 
fiel to eject the present de facto holders of the ground, whether they are 
in possession legally or otherwise. It appears that the only safe titles in 
California are those of the Mexican proprietors, At the termination of 
the late war between Mexico and the United States, the latter Govern- 
ment bound themselves not only to respect, but to protect property ante- 
cedently existing in the country thus transferred to them. The deplo- 
rable consequence of this hasty speculation on the part of the English pro- 
jectors has been that many of the younger companies were dissolved prior, 
or immediately after, allotment; while the older, and some of them of 
most respectable standing, are paralysed in their movements, and almost 
brought to a dead lock. While the formation of them has been conducted 
on the most heterogenous principles—a few under the Joint-Stock Com- 
panies’ Act, others en commandite, and some in shares, paid on allotment,

The judges present were Barons Parke, ALDER- 
son, Pratt, and Martin; and Justices Maus, Wiantman, Wit- 
u1aMs, Tarrourp, and Crompron—the case being that of Briaur 
v. Huron, an appeal against a decision of the Court of Chancery 
for dissolving a railway company under the provisions of the Wind- 
up Act. The question submitted to the judges was, that arailway 
company had been projected and provisionally registered, a pro- 











ing of more than seven, with their own consent. ‘The capital was 
to be 2,000,0002., in 25/7. shares. A meeting of more than seven of 
the above persons was held, when a provisional committee and a 
managing one were formed, with consent of the parties ; and it was 
resolved to go on with the company. Shares to the number of 5000 
were allotted, but only 500 accepted. It was ultimately found im- 
practicable to proceed, and the Court ordered it to be dissolved. 
Are the provisions of the Winding-up Acts applicable to this case ? 
Mr. Baron Parxe stated the opinion of the bench ‘to be, that 
the persons who acted together for the purpose of obtaining an 
Act of Parliament, to enable them to make arailway in the manner 
stated, were a company or association within the meaning of the 
Joint-Stock Companies’ Winding-up Act, 1848-49, and that the as- 
sociation of those persons may be dissolved and wound up under 
direction of the Court of Chancery, if that court considered it fit and 
proper that it should be so dealt with, but not one to which the 
court must apply them. In addition to a lengthened exposition of 
the effect of the several Acts and amended Acts, it was shown that 
| the immediate object of the association was not to make a railway, 
| but the obtaining an Act to enable them to do so; and as the Act, 
7th and 8th Vic., mentions provisional registration, it is clear that 
| such a body of persons, whose ultimate, though not immediate pur- 
| poses are commercial and trading, comes within its provisions, 
| and, if so, within those of 11th and 12th Viec., ¢. 45, which ex- 
pressly applies to every company within those of the former Act. 
The Act of 12th and 13th Vic., c. 108, was an amendment of 11th 
and 12th Vic., and still more clearly embraces the question,. as this 
statute renders all liable, whether their purpose was commercial or 
not. There may be associations to which it might be difficult and 
inconvenient to apply these Acts, but generally they may be pro- 
perly and conveniently resorted to.

THE COKE BRICK. 


This patented fabric, to which the attention of our readersjwas directed in 
our last Journal, has already attracted considerable notice and inquiry; 
and for the satisfaction of the public, the following brief description of the 
manufacture has been forwarded to us by the patentee, Mr. W. Pidding, 
of Chiselhurst, Kent, for publication. The coke bricks are formed in cast- 
jron moulds, each consisting of three pieces, the interior of which, when 
fitted together, is of the exact form of the common brick. Inthe mould 
thus prepared a certain quantity of duff, or waste coal, powdered coke, 
charcoal, or cinders, is deposited; and being carbonised, the amalgamated 
material swells to the exact dimensions required; a finishing process com- 
pletes the article for use, and is effected thus: —The coke brick having been 
taken from the pattern mould, a varnish is applied to the sides or ends, 
and powdered glass, with an admixture of any required mineral colouring 
matter, is sifted evenly over the coat of varnish; the portion not adhering 
being removed, the bricks are then vitrified, when a beautiful glaze of any 
required colour will cover the surface of the article. The colours obtained 
are those of bricks of the first quality; or may be varied to white, red, 
black, or any other hue desired. Besides the above, there are many other 
ways of finishing the coke bricks; as, for instance, veneers of waste marble, 
stone, or slate, may be cemented to the sides or ends; a patent cement may 
also be applied; or, if deemed requisite, stone can be deposited on the 
coke by means of silica and the aid of an electric battery. The finishing 
process is only required for particular purposes; as in many instances the 
coke brick is equally available without it. The material is rendered fire- 
proof by an application of the muriate of alumina; and is impervious to 
atmospheric influences by the very nature of its formation. When articles 
of coke fabric are required of extraordinary density, a variation in the fill- 
ing material is necessary, as also an extraordinary amount of compression, 
by which means there is hardly any limit to the degree of solidity ob- 
tained. The coke bricks, in their finished state, can be produced at 8s. 
per thousand, or less thian one-thrd the cost of the clay brick now in use. 

















GOLD IN ENGLAND. 


The extent of emigration of miners from the mineral districts of Devon 
and Cornwall to the gold fields of California and Australia is beginning 
to have its effect on home undertakings. Those who remain have now no 
difficulty in obtaining constant occupation and good wages in their own 
locality, and, consequently, there are not those general temptations to mi- 
grate to different parts of the country for remunerative wages, which used 
to be the case when there was vast competition of labour at the established 
mines. This isexperienced, we areinformed, at the Britannia Gold Mine; 
labourers are abundant enough, but efficient miners extremely difficult to 
procure in that vicinity; so that there is, necessarily, more delay in giving 
the utmost vitality to every department than there would be if sufficient 
effective hands could be readily obtained. However, it is only a tempo- 
rary difficulty, which will be quickly removed, for increased wages always 
tempt to change; and directions, we understand, have been sent to Corn- 
wall and Devon to engage men on liberal terms. It is, no doubt, wise to 
wait for regular miners, rather than proceed with inexperienced labourers, 
and the little delay will be of no moment, when compared with the ulti- 
mate effect of the works being properly executed. ‘The captain’s report, 
dated Tuesday last, is as follows: — 

** July 27.— Since my report of last week, we have not made so great progress in driv- 
ing east and west on the lode below the adit as we should have done, in consequence of 
being obliged to take the men driving to clear the produce of the lode, and get the same 
to surface. Wehave, however, driven east 2 fms., and | fm 0 ft. 7 in. west. The lode 
has in the course of this driving been precisely the same, in all respects, as described in 
my report of last week. We have commenced the driving of the 10 fm. level east by 
four men; the lode for the present is rather disordered by a cross course, but we shall, 
no doubt, shortly be beyond its influence, when the lode may be expected to assume the 
same promising character as it did on the other side of the cross course. It shonld now 
forthwith be determined what size the new engine wheel is to be, whether a 40 ora 50-ft., 
and what width over the breast, as we now want to be making preparations for the wheel, 
taking out the wheel-pit, &c, We have not yet commenced any of the new buildings, 
being obliged to employ our hands raising stone. We have sent off for an additional 
supply of miners, to increase the company’s operations. We purpose, should the weather 
be at al) favourable, to commence washing and examining the produce of the lode for 
gold on Wednesday next.” 





ALFRED LIFE ASSURANCE ASSOCIATION. 

Great as has been the increase in the number of institutions for the de- 
velopment of the principles of life assurance—a system so udmirably 
adapted to advance the best interests of the middle classes of the commu- 
nity, agricultural, manufacturing, and commercial—it is a fact, though an 
extraordinary one, that not above 200,000 individuals are secured by its 
privileges in all the offices in the kingdom—a number forming but a minute 
fraction of ths entire population. Still the principle progresses; and we 
are glad to observe that, among others, the Alfred Life Assurance Asso- 
ciation gave evidence at the annual meeting, on Wednesday, 2\st inst., 
that although their advance was slow, their ultimate complete success was 
sure. The Hon. Eliot T. Yorke, M.P, took the chair, and observed that 
their institution might be compared to a well-erected edifice,—the more 
eareful and skilful was the architect in developing the foundation, the more 
secure and lasting would be the fabric. 

Prom the report, it appeared that at the corresponding period of 1851 the 
amountassured in this office was 539,438/., producing an income of 18,6561. 
perannum, and which had been increased to 611,097/., and 22,173/.18s, 11d. 
per annum. There had been 15 deaths during the year, involving the 
payment of 9451/. 2s, 8d.; the office expenses were only 2657/. 17s. 4d.; 
and after meeting every liability, the sum of 6109. 3s. 2d. was added to 
the reserve fund, which now amounted to 62,801/. 5s. 11d. At the last 
annual meeting a committee had been formed to co-operate with the di- 
rectors in the consideration of a proposition for altering the constitution 
of the association into one of a mutual character; and after a full exami- 
tion of the subject in detail, and without reference to the advantages, or 
otherwise, of the mutual system, it was unanimously resolved that at the 
present time it was not desirable to enter on the subject of the proposed 
change, or to record any opinion thereon. Sir Sibbald D, Scott was elected 
an auditor, and the usual thanks voted tothe chairman and his co-directors. 








Sa.r Mine in Utsrer.—Since we had the pleasure of first directing atten- 
tion to the valuable discovery of salt in Ireland, the subject has created con- 
siderable interest, and is now regarded as one likely to prove materially con- 
ducive to the increasing prosperity of the country. The first ton of salt raised 
from the mine, under the management of Mr. E. Pickering, has been presented, 
by the Marquis of Downshire, to Mr, Hill, of Ringsend, an extensive refiner 
and dealer in salt. At the last meeting of the Clemico-Agricultural Society 
of Ulster, Dr. Hodges gave an account of a visit which, with some of the 
members of the society, he had made to the works, in the neighbourhood of 
Carrickfergus, and also reported some analyses of the salt. The salt, he said, 
was of great purity ; one sample contained as much as 99 per cent. of chloride 
of sodium (common salt), and did not afford a trace of magnesia, which is so 
frequently present in rock salt. Already the shaft had been sunk 700 ft., and 
more than 64 ft. of pure salt had been discovered. It was as yet impossible 
to say to what extent the bed of salt extended. 





A New Pwastic Marerian.—M. Duthoit, of Paris, a sculptor, has obtained 
an English patent for a chemical bination of certain agents for obtaining 
a new product to be used in the plastic arts. The patentee combines with 
gutta percha oxide of zinc, amianthus, and sulphate of baryta, in conjunction 
with various colours, The gutta percha is first prepared and bleached by being 
dissolved in rectified naphtha, bensole, or sulphuret of carbon, and for one com- 

tion is combined with an equal portion of oxide of zinc ; for a second, equal 

; ‘ts of gutta percha and sulphate of barytes; and fora third, equal parts of 
amianthus and gutta percha: when the compounds do not sufficient 
elasticity; caoutchoue is added. The gutta percha being p after filtra- 
tion places the solution in a still, adds the other ingredients, and stirs the whole 
well er. Heat is then applied by steam, sand bath, or other means, 
uatil.all the volatile oil is driven off, when the material is removed to the de- 
sired moulds. It is suitable for numerous moulded works of art, tissues, or 
artificial flowers; when rolled into sheets, may be used as leather; or may be 
diluted with naphtha, or bensole, and employed as liquid paint. 





POWER OF HEAT FOR PROPELLING SHIPS. 

As long since as 1846, and on several subsequent occasions, we have no- 
ticed a plan proposed and patented by Mr. Alexander Gordon, for pro- 
pelling vessels by the action of the production of combustion, raised in a 
closed furnace supplied with air by blowers, impinging on the water from 
a'pipe at the stern, and thus driving the vessel forward. The subject has 
been in abeyance for some years; but recently several influential and com- 
petent authorities, among whom is Mr. John Seaward, of Limehouse, the 
eminent shipbuilder, having urged the patentee to introduce the invention, 
and the Lords of the Admiralty having offered the use of a screw steamer 
to be converted to the purpose, Mr. Gordon has again issued a pamphlet 
on the subject, showing the various data, and all its bearings. Mr. G.’s 
principles are grounded on the fact, that the locomotive powers both of the 
steam-engine and the rocket are derived solely from the action or agency 
of heat: that of steam is the result of a transmission of part of the heat from 
the fire to the water, and then through the steam-engine; that of the rocket 
is obtained by the direct application of the hot products of combustion 
themselves, for impelling it in air or water without the intervention of ma- 
chinery, by making use of all the heat generated, and all the products of 
combustion put in motion. Itis then shown that a cubic foot of solid an- 
thracite in combustion actually exerts a force equal to 473,600,000 lbs. 
raised | foot; but that in the furnace of a steam-vessel it never exceeds 
85,000,000 lbs.—leaving a balance against machinery of 388,000,000 Ibs. 

The Marquis of Worcester 
employed on asimilar prin- 
ciple the pressure of steam 
in A, to act at once and di- 
rectly on the water at B, to 
be forced upto C. Savery 
employed steam in the same 
manner; and Denis Papin 
improved on this by inter- 
posing a loosefloating piston 
between the steam and the 
water. A variety of calcu- 
lations are then entered on 
to show the economy of 
heated air over heated water 

, — - —the result being that 8 Ibs. 
ef coal will convert a cubic foot, or 1000 ounces, of water into 1700 cubic 
feet of steam, giving an available power of 15 Ibs. upon the square inch; 
while 5°37 lbs. of coal will heat 1000 ozs. of air to have the sume effect. 
He further states, that one-half of the heat produced in a furnace escapes 
by the chimney; and from the absorption of a large portion of the other 
half, only 30 per cent. is practically available. 











Mr. Gordon’s invention is similar to the action, of a rocket in water:— 
A, isa section of the impeller (of which there may be two), the fire inside 
being supported by atmospheric air, forced in at either or both the pipes, 
d, d, passing either through the fire or over it, as more or less intensity is 
required. ‘The furnaces are to be opened only once in two hours for the 
supply of additional fuel through the bonnet, a, the blast being turned off 
for the occasion. B, is a boiler surrounding the close furnace, the water 
taking up the transmitted heat affords steam to work she simplest form of 
engine, to drive the air-pump or blower, D. These products, at a tem- 
perature of 500°, rush out, against a pressure of 15 Ibs. to the inch, at the 
rate of 1332 feet per second, and 1 foot area of discharge gives an impul- 
sive action under water equal to 4173 lbs.; while the products cannot con- 
dense as steam would, nor can they escape without exerting their full 
power. Mr. Gordon concludes that the saving, when compared with a 
steam -ship, will be as much as three-fourths of the fuel, one-half of the 
cost of attendants, three-fourths of the tonnage now occupied by fuel, three- 
fourshs of the first cost of machinery and apparatus, three-fourths of the ex- 
pense of annual maintenance, and great saving of human life and property. 





IMPROVEMENTS IN THE STEAM-ENaine.—A model of a steam-engine, of 
remarkable simplicity, has been constructed by Mr. James Sinclair, of Stirling 
Shore, Scotland, which promises greatly to simplify that machine. It consists 
of an oscillating cylinder, working in bearings in the usual manner; bat in- 
stead of slide valves, acted on by rods connected with the piston, the steam is 
admitted and discharged from the cylinders, at orifices opened and covered 
alternately, simply by its own oscillation. By this arrangement, the piston 
rod acts directly on the crank, without any frictional drawback of power from 
the valve gearing connected in the ordinary way. It may be employed either 
by the force of pressure of a coluinn of water, or by steam; and in either case 
is said to be most efficient, and greatly to economise power. 








ORNAMENTAL Dest@n on Zinc.—Amongthe numerous materials which have 
been introduced recently with so much success in the useful and decorative 
arts, we have, during the week, inspected some specimens of a novel character, 
which present features indicative of great promise, and justifies the expression 
of an opinion that a wide field is open for their introduction and extensive 
variety of design in their development and improvement. The process has 
been secured by patent granted to Mr. F. H. Greenstreet, of Southampton- 
street, the specification of which we briefty noticed in our last Number—and 
consists in coating, colouring, and ornameuting surfaces of zinc, thus opening 
up a new branch of art manufacture, and bringing into employment this useful 
metal in numerous instances to which previously it could not be properly ap- 
plied. By the manipulation of muriatic acid, in conjunction with various pig- 
ments, the most extraordinary results are obtained, and although the art must 
be considered in its infancy, and consequently the colours are not so brilliant 
as further experience will doubtless obtain, the specimens are exceedingly in- 
teresting, and, from the economy of the process, we have no doubt will come 
into extensive use. Varities of marbled surfaces are produced in the most 
simple manner, which require no artistic graining, applicable to numerous pur- 
poses, such as tables, side boards, trays, chess-boards, &c. ; while more artistic 
skill produces imitations of mosaic work, drawings and sketches, representing 
Indian ink, paintmg, printing and writing. The purposes to which these de- 
signs are applicable are innumerable—comprising paving, wall hangings, panels, 
ship fittings, window frames, chimney picces, for all architectural purposes, 
toilet furniture, candelabra, flower pots and stands, pedestals, monuments, 








mural tablets, and a host of others. By one process the effect is exceedingly 
good: the surface being covered by a jet-black pigment, the lighter parts are 
cut out with the graver, and the bright metallic lines thus thrown up pro- 
minently, giving the appearance of an Indian ink drawing on a bright ground. 
The process is the result of many ~~ experiment, and practice has proved 
that it is exceedingly indestructable—will not crack or peel off, but the acids 
and pigments forming a chemical combination with the metal, an almost ho- 
mogenious compound is the result, 





Tae LATE Ratsway Accipentr at Stocxton.—We regret to learn that 
Mr. Grainger, the railway engineer, who had his leg fractured in the above 
accident, has since died from the injuries received. He had taken the precau- 
tion to insure his life against the visitation which has befallen him for 10001., 
with the Railway Passengers’ Assurance Company, which amount will now be 
payable to his widow. ‘The company’s surgeon, Mr. Holt, was dispatched to 
render every assistance, and remained, in order to perform an amputation if 
possible; but professional skill was in this instance unavailing. The only 
other person insured, we believe, was a commercial traveller; but, singularly 
enough, another commercial man, who had been insured, had allowed his ticket 
to expire, and thus had forfeited all benefit to be derived from this useful in- 
stitution. This company would appear to have met with some heavy losses 
lately, as three of the passengers in the accident at Bootleham, on Monday, 
were also insured; but they will serve, doubtless, as a spur to those who have 
hitherto ne and we should hope none would, henceforth, travel witheut 
insured. 


IMPORTANT IMPROVEMENT IN GENERATING GAS, 


the application of fresh discoveries and new elements of utility, the first 
arrangements for their development are more or less crude and imperfect, 
and it is only by long-continued practical experience that we discover the 
best and most economic means of fully availing ourselves of their advan- 
tages.

deleterious vapours, and the generating of which is productive of great 
nuisances and annoyances. We have recently had an opportunity of in- 
specting a new process for the production of gas for illumination, on a 
novel, but exceedingly elegant and scientific principle, by which a perfectly 
white, pure, and brilliant light is produced, and the accumulation of lavge 
deposits of filthy refuse, either liquid or solid, entirely avoided. Theap- 
aratus was patented by Mr, G. R. Booth, and is now adopted by “The 
Fensutte Gas Light Company,” who for the purpose of fully carrying out 
the principle on an extensive scale, propose to raise 100,0002,, in 10,000 
shares, of 10/. each; and the plan having been in actual operation for up- 
wards of 12 months, with complete success, at Eton College, Bury St. Ed- 
tds, Blackpool, and various public and private establishments, there 
can be little doubt as to the results of the company’s extended operations. 
The basis of the system is the artificial production of a vegetable vil, con- 
taining the due proportions of carbon and hydrogen to form, when va- 
pourised, a perfect gas, uncontaminated by foreign and injurious mixtures; 
this is effected by the distillation of palm oil, in conjunction with caoutchouc 
and Canada balsam, the result being the required compound, which in 
point of economy surpasses any production yet introduced for the genera- 
tion of gas. The mode of vapourising is exceedingly simple: a cylindri- 
cal furnace has within it a bottle-shaped retort, connected by four hollow 
arms or tubes, inclining towards its neck, with an oil cistern above; the sup- 
ply of oil is regulated by proper valves, and the retort having been brought 
to the required red heat, as the oil falls upon it, it is instantly vapourised, 
and passes off to the receiver. To us, the great feature in the invention is the 
absence of refuse, the only material produced in addition to the gas being 
a portion of naphtha, which is afterwards in re-working converted also 
into gas. An apparatus yielding 100 lights occupies a very small space, 
and a domestic servant of common capacity can manage the whole pro- 
cess without fear of explosion, or other danger; it is, therefore, peculiarly 
applicable to gentlemen’s mansions in remote situations, lighting public 
buildings, churches, manufactories, railway stations, light-houses, barracks, 
villages, &c., where the costliness of coal gas establishments prevents their 
introduction. A large apparatus produces in proportion more economical 
results than a smaller, but one for 20 lights will produce 125 cubic feet of 
gas from one gallon of oil, being at the rate of 8s. ~ 1000 feet, but one 
foot of this gas being equal to four of that from coal, the real cost is only 
2s. per 1000 feet, or about 4d. per hour for an Argand burner, giving a 
brilliant white light, by which all the shades of blue and green can be dis- 
tinguished as by daylight. Dr. Lyon Playfair has recently made a very 
close official inspection of the vegetable gas, and reports that 4 cubic feet 
are equal in illuminating power and economic value to 31 spermacetti 
candles; and in a report from the eminent gas chemist, A. Wright, Esq., 
it would appear the results are more favourable than Dr. Playfair s. Sir 
John Herschell, Bart., J. T. Cooper, Esq., and other scientific and practical 
men, have also borne testimony to the many advantages likely to result from 
the discovery, which promises to open up anew field for gas lighting, and 
secure its general introduction into drawing, dining and bedrooms, to which, 
from the effluvia of coal gas, there is at present considerable gbjection. 











IRISH PEAT COMPANY.

The Government had been indisposed to grant a charter 
of incorporation for England, and one had, therefore, been obtained for 
Ireland, with a capital of 120,000/.,, with power to raise it to 300,090, A 
site of bog had been secured, 500 acres in extent, on lease for 100 years, 
at 5s. per acre, with power to relinquish it on giving one year’s notice, 
In commencing the works many difficulties presented themselves, which 
took time to remove, and they had not got into regular operation antil 
January last.. Sir Robert Kane, director of the Irish Museum of Indus- 
try, had doubted the possibility of burning the gases pure; but this the 
company had proved to be practicable, as they were burning them at pre- 
sent at the works, with all the economy of fuel anticipated; and the-di- 
rectors had obtained the assistance of Mr. Scanlan, an eminent chemist

pure white solid carburet of hydrogen, readily saleable at 1s. per 1b.; and 
with other products, such as ammonia, acetate of lime, and other market- 
able commodities, most profitable results would be obtained. There were 
arrears of calls, amounting to 17002, for the forfeiture of which shares, 
if not paid upon immediately, the directors were authorised to take’ the 
necessary measures. It appeared that out of 6000 shares only 3425. had 
been taken up; and it was understood, that on any future issue of shares 
preference should be given to the present holders, it being expected their 
value would shortly be considerably increased :°7002 was voted to the di- 
rectors, after 18 months’ service.
